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Dr. Boyd Named “California Veterinarian the Year” 


Dr. Arthur Boyd, Assistant Director, 
California Department Agriculture, was 
unanimously designated “California Veteri- 
narian the Year” the House Delegates, 
California Veterinary Medical Association, 
the Midwinter Conference. 

presentation 
the award will made 
Dr. Boyd the CVMA’s 
annual convention Long 
Beach, October 23-25. 

Dr. Boyd’s name will also 
submitted the Amer- 
ican Veterinary Medical 
Association candidate 
for designation the 
CVMA “American Vet- 
erinarian the Year.” 

native Chicago, Dr. 
Boyd received his D.V.M. 
degree from the 
Veterinary College, Chi- 
cago, 1918. Following 
graduation, practiced 
veterinary medicine 
Michigan. 

During World War 
was lieutenant the Vet- 
erinary Corps, Army, 
serving both France and 
England. Following the war directed the 
first animal disease diagnostic laboratory es- 
tablished the state Michigan, and also 
performed laboratory technical work for the 
Michigan State Department Public Health. 
Later served with the Bureau 
Animal Industry the supervision the 
manufacture animal biologics. 

Dr. Boyd has served veterinarian the 
California Department Agriculture since 
April, 1922. first worked the field 
pioneering the eradication sheep scabies 
and bovine tuberculosis. was promoted 
rapidly and became Assistant Chief, Division 
Animal Industry, 1952, and 1953 
was appointed Chief. 


During Dr. Boyd’s career, had lead- 
ing part the organization California’s 
meat inspection system, recognized nationally 
model for other states. was also 
identified with the direction the 1924 and 
1929 campaigns eradicate foot-and-mouth 
disease. 


Dr. Boyd was instrumental organizing 
the California Bureau Livestock Disease 
Control, regarded one the most effective 
state disease control organizations the Na- 
tion. had prominent part the develop- 
ment and direction the State’s six disease 
diagnostic laboratories. This system, many 
respects, has served model for programs 
other states. 


DR. BOYD 


public official, Dr. Boyd was leader 
long and successful campaigns California 
eradicate glanders, sheep and cattle scabies, 
dourine, vesicular exanthema, bovine tuber- 
culosis, scrapie and, more recently, bovine 
brucellosis. has served 
several important na- 
tional committees desig- 
nated study the eradica- 
tion many these 
diseases. 

July 1953, Dr. Boyd 
was appointed Assistant Di- 
rector the California De- 
partment Agriculture. 
also executive secretary 
the California State 
Board Agriculture. 

Last summer the Cali- 
fornia Wool Growers As- 
sociation honored Dr. Boyd 
with golden sheepskin 
and made him member 
the “Order the Golden 
Fleece.” The award was 
made recognition his 
outstanding service the 
sheep industry. (See Cali- 
fornia Veterinarian, Sep- 
tember-October, 1960.) 

March 1961, Senate Resolution No. 
was read the Senate Chamber congratulat- 
ing Dr. Boyd upon being named California 
Veterinarian the further resolved 
that members the Senate express their 
gratitude for the outstanding achievements 
rendered him the State California. 
The Resolution was unanimously adopted 
motion Senator Byrne.

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Practical Approach the Treatment Pet

With the inclusion pet birds the Veteri- 
nary Practice Act California 1960 follow- 
ing ruling the State’s Attorney General 
that birds were animals, the responsibility for 
diagnosing and treating these pets was placed 
with the licensed veterinarian. The amount 
experience this area veterinary medi- 
cine varies widely among practitioners, how- 
ever with pet bird population 23,000,000 
the United States expected that 
this area practice the increase. 


The largest part the scientific literature 
dealing with pet birds deals with clinical 
experiences and likely remain until 
the bird industry sponsors program for re- 
search this field. Until that time, the prac- 
titioner will have evolve his own techniques 
for diagnosis and treatment based available 
information and his own experiences. The 
purpose this paper offer empirical 
approach, its broadest sense, and pro- 
vide reasonably complete set references 
which the practitioner can refer for more com- 
plete descriptions specific syndromes. 


Physical Examination 


The first five ten minutes the exam- 
ination may possibly the most important, 
for this time while complete history 
obtained from the client, the patient will 
usually relax the environment the ex- 
amination room and assume attitude re- 
flecting its illness. (Even very sick birds will 
tend perk when moved handled.) 
Following visual observation, the bird should 
removed from the cage and examined for 
general condition (emaciation, obesity), tu- 
mors, external parasites (rare), specific con- 
ditions might indicated history 
(fractures, traumatic injuries, etc.). (Care 
should taken not press excessively 
the thoracic and abdominal cavities.) this 
possible classify the disease 
problem under one five broad headings and 
prescribe treatment. These classifications will 
discussed together with treatment. 


General Malaise 


Signs: (generally) Ruffled feathers, anorr- 
hexia, diarrhea, (variable) respiratory distress 
excessive salivation (mucous will mat 
feathers commissures mouth and fold 
wings). 

Etiology: Nutritional deficiences, specific 
infections both. (Refer ref- 
erences for more details.) 


Treatment: With exceptions, specific etio-

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logical causes cannot exactly determined. 
Therefore treatment must necessarily broad 
and aimed toward all possible causes. 


Intramuscular injection multivitamin 
preparation (0.05 cc). 


Oral administration, four times daily for 
days, combination antibiotics. Suit- 
able combinations are: (25 mg.) Tetracycline 
Oxytetracycline, Chlortetracycline and 
(25 mg.) Erythromycin Novobiacin and 
(100 units) Nystatin. 

The selected combination should dis- 
solved daily about oz. water and ad- 
ministered with eyedropper amounts 
readily consumed (usually drops) when 
placed the outer edge the beak and al- 
lowed flow into the mouth. Note: Nystatin 
important include with any oral anti- 
biotic because modifications intestinal 
resulting from antibiotic activity. 
Overgrowth mycotic species can cause the 
death pet birds rapidly the disease for 
which being treated. 

Procaine penicillin toxic when adminis- 
tered intramuscularly and should not used. 

Streptomycin dihydrostreptomycin are 
also toxic when used concentrations greater 
than mgs mg/20 gms body wt.). Most 
commercial preparations are too concentrated 
make their use practical (exception: PPLO 
infection pigeons). 

Supportive treatment should consist 
increasing the environmental temperature 
80-90°F. adequate diet essential con- 
tinued well being. The following suggested 
general guide for psittacine birds. 

Seeds—Parakeets: millet, canary, oats (un- 
hulled, hulled, steel cut). (Canary seed 
considered more fattening than millet and may 
proportioned according need. Oats may 
fed lesser amounts than the other two 
seeds.) Parrots: Sunflower seeds. 

Greens—(daily) Fresh alfalfa excellent 
when available, other dark greens such 
parsley, carrot beet tops, etc. are good. 
Fresh sod also good. 

Fruit—(daily) All are good. (Bananas are 
good starchy fruit and often easy way 
medicate parrots. Dip the banana the anti- 
biotic crystals.) 

Vitamins—Seed may treated with cod 
liver oil tsp. per cup) and springled with 
powdered brewers yeast. 


Grit—Insoluble grit such granite, washed 
course sand, etc. 


Calcium—cuttle bone, oyster shell, egg shell. 
Other—hard boiled egg, cooked liver.

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Canaries usually prefer mixture canary 
seed and rape seed. They may less re- 
sponsive other feeds but they should 
offered. 


Traumatic Injuries 


Fractures are most important under this 
heading. There are numerous descriptions 
corrective techniques. The most important 
points remember are: 


Immobilize completely the broken limb. 
the case fractured wing, both wings 
should immobilized the bird will not 
stress the fracture while flapping its free 
wing. 

legs are broken, perches should 
lowered for easy access. 


Fractures repair rapidly and complete 
healing usual after days. 


Other forms traumatism require little dis- 
cussion. The practitioner can treat them 
other classes animals. Fortunately birds are 
not prone pyogenic infections normal 
antiseptic methods usually obtain good re- 
sponse. Oily preparations those that will 
cause matting the feathers should 
avoided. 


Tumors 


External tumors may readily diagnosed. 
The decision remove these tumors should 
based the general condition the 
patient which will also determine the prog- 
nosis. general the patient good 
flesh the prognosis favorable and vice versa. 
There are several choices anesthetics. Ether 
may used (consideration should given 
the anatomy the avian respiratory system 
i.e., air sacs) another that has been success- 
fully used Equithesin (Jensen-Salsbery 
Laboratories) which contains chloral hydrate, 
pentobarbital and magnesium sulfate. The lat- 
ter administered intramuscularly the rate 
0.0022-0.0025 per gram body weight. 

The most important consideration surgery 
pet birds blood loss and all care should 
given prevent it. Increased environ- 
mental temperature during the recovery period 
also important. 

Internal tumors may occasionally diag- 
nosed observing marked distension the 
abdomen and the palpation unnatural 
masses this area. Surgical intervention has 
not been satisfactory. 


IV. Parasites 


Internal parasites pet birds are rare. This 
undoubtedly due the lack intermediate 
hosts for most these organisms. 

External parasites are also infrequent, the 
most common being mite 
Cnemidocoptes pilae. This readily diagnosed 
grossly from the greyish honeycombed en- 


crustations about the face legs micro- 
scopic examinations skin scrapings. 
pruritis evidenced with this mite. Treatment 
consists removal the encrustations and 
the application Eurax (Geigy) alternate 
days for treatments. 


Occasionally red mites lice may en- 
countered (rare) and treated dusting with 
part, sulfur parts. The red mite will 
seldom found the bird and the diagnosis 
will come from noticing the mites the cage 
cover. this case especially the cage should 
thoroughly cleaned and the perches treated 
with light coat mineral oil. 


Miscellaneous 


This group includes the feather pickers, 
overgrown beaks and toenails, egg binding 
and many other more obvious conditions. 

The most common condition however the 
feather picker. The etiology obscure, al- 
though many suggestions have been offered. 
Best results have been obtained changing 
the environment and correcting the diet. 
Changes may consist removing all the play 
things the cage, replacing the dowel perches 
with small branches tree, etc. vice 
versa the cage barren.

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The Role the Veterinarian Vertical Integration* 
FRED PULLING, D.V.M., Practitioner, Atascadero 


the past few years many articles about 
vertical integration have appeared both lay 
and professional publications, new term 
used frequently various industries but what 
describes not new. Probably the best 
example vertical 
integration ani- 
mal agriculture 
the broiler indus- 
try. The banker 
supplies the neces- 
sary capital the 
feed companies, 
who turn, sup- 
ply the birds and 
feed the grower. 
The grower re- 
ceives monthly 
wage and per- 
centage the pro- 
fit for the use 
his houses, equip- 
ment, 
Some feed companies, but not all, employ 
veterinarian salary oversee the disease 
control phase the operation. This vertically 
integrated method raising broilers has 
proved most economical and the same 
plan operation being adopted many 
livestock owners. 

The role veterinary medicine vertical 
integration can described preventive 
veterinary medicine contract basis. 
some areas, this type professional service 
has existed for number years. was first 
introduced New York State before 
attended college. large dairy farm for 
which was working had, for number 
years, retained the services local veteri- 
narian contract basis. 1936 the owner 
turned the dairy into non-profit corporation 
and the veterinarian was placed the board 
directors. His professional training enabled 
him assist policy-making, which proved 
sound economical arrangement both 
for the dairy and the veterinarian. 

Upon graduation had hoped develop this 
type large animal practice California, 
and did have one dairy under satisfactory 
contract for the year that practiced Santa 
Barbara. Upon establishing present prac- 
tice Atascadero took positive approach 
disease prevention explaining the 
livestock owners the different types services 
could render contract basis, with em- 
phasis early pregnancy diagnosis and treat- 
ment sterility. soon realized that great 
deal education was needed before could 
convince the owners the value preventive

medicine contract basis. For the past 
fifteen years have continuously tried 
educate the owners the advantage, them, 
maintaining sound disease prevention 
program which veterinarians can offer. 

With the appearance vertical integration 
articles farm publications, the livestock 
owners are becoming cognizant the services 
veterinarian can perform and the benefits 
accruing him the cost-price squeeze. 
many areas, livestock owners have just real- 
ized that they have had their midst highly 
skilled person—the veterinarian—and 
they have not used the veterinarian’s knowl- 
edge and skills the fullest extent. many 
instances, the only contact the livestock owner 
has had with veterinarian has been through 
the brucellosis and tuberculosis eradication 
programs. These programs have made the 
public aware preventive medicine and have 
been introduction many potential clients. 
The livestock owner soon learned through 
these programs that his profits were increased. 
Without these disease eradication programs, 
the practicing veterinarian could not have 
survived marginal areas and thus the 
livestock owner would have been deprived 
his professional services. 

Undoubtedly the veterinary profession has 
been derelict failing promote this type 
private practice because means selling our 
services, technique which distasteful 
many veterinarians. Our code ethics must 
liberalized modified remove these 
obstacles which prevent practitioners from 
engaging contract practice. not sug- 
gesting that advertise the tradesmen do, 
but rather, allow the veterinarian make 
personal contacts with his prospective clients. 

The individual veterinarian has, most 
instances, been eager render the service 
preventive medicine, but being aware cer- 
tain deficiencies his training genetics, 
nutrition, business management, and agricul- 
tural economics, has been reluctant take 
bold action. The veterinarian should prepare 
himself with factual information order 
make firm contractual proposal and able 
justify his services dollar and cents 
basis. 

growing deterrent large animal prac- 
tice the widespread unrestricted sales 
drugs and biologics some pharmaceutical 
companies who have only the welfare the 
stockholders mind, rather than what 
best for the livestock its owner. earlier 
times, tonic powders and patent medicines 
were popular items. Their therapeutic value 
was questionable and their sale did not under- 
mine the veterinarian’s practice. Today, effec- 
tive drugs are available the public and 
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their indiscriminate use has made many in- 
roads into practice, and this where hurts 
the veterinarian the most. 


Some veterinarians have already met the 
challenge vertical integration and have met 
the situation well. California unique 
approach herd-health management has been 
developed and successfully carried out Dr. 
Robert Ormsbee Stockton, who bases his 
fee fixed percentage the increased 
profits resulting from the use services per- 
formed. 

order for the veterinary profession 
take its rightful place integrated agricul- 
ture must decide the course follow and 
meet the situation with unity, imagination, 
and vigor. The following recommendations, 
believe, should help meeting this challenge. 

First, the curriculum our veterinary col- 
leges should broadened include more 
courses genetics, nutrition, farm and feed- 
lot management, and economics. Courses 
business management are especially essential 
prepare veterinarian for his role verti- 
cal integration. The formation advisory 
committee practitioners advise the facul- 
each college would make known the 
needs the practitioner. Refresher courses 
and short courses would helpful bringing 
the practitioner latest developments which 
all need keep date with medical 
advancements. 


Second, the veterinarians given area, 
usually members the local association, 
should determine what fees should charged 
for contract services their area. There are 
two approaches this important problem: 
(1) charging hourly basis for one’s 
time, (2) establishing set amount for 
particular service, such pregnancy diag- 
nosis, per head per month per year 
basis. Arriving equitable fee can best 
done the local level due varied 
economic conditions existing different parts 
the country. Active participation and 
attendance Farm Bureau, Breed, and Cat- 
tlemen’s Association meetings will keep the 
veterinarian aware the needs his clients 
and result better liaison with these groups. 
the responsibility the local associations 
alert the state provincial associations 
and the American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion their needs. 


Third, the state provincial associations 
can much implement the role the 
practicing veterinarian seeing that the 
practice laws are enforced rigorously. 
should not tolerate any infringement our 
rights practice under these laws. each 
our state legislature number 
bills are introduced which would, enacted, 
create veterinarians legislation rather than 
education. Therefore, constant vigil must 
kept for bills that are detrimental both 
the general public and the profession. Joining 
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forces with the other branches the healing 
professions gives more impetus combating 
adverse legislation and aids promoting the 
necessary laws protect the public from un- 
trained persons who prescribe for profit rather 
than for the welfare the animal and the 
public health. California the state associa- 
tion has become affiliate member the 
Public Health League strengthen its posi- 
tion with the legislative bodies. 


Further, the state associations can keep the 
practitioner alerted the most recent inter- 
pretations laws governing contaminants. 
The public has been aroused the recent 
findings antibiotics and pesticides milk. 
veterinarians have been somewhat fault 
not taking our responsibilities more seri- 
ously giving advice regarding residue drugs 
milk and meat. should cautious 
recommending the sale sick dying ani- 
mals sent slaughter. The profession 
can ill afford any adverse criticism. 

The state associations should undertake eco- 
nomic surveys such Dr. Enge’s feedlot 
operations showing the economic advantages 
preventive programs. These studies will 
give the practitioner sound data present 
his clients when discussing contract work. 
Without such evaluations disad- 
vantage because cannot support his pro- 
posals with facts. These studies will cost 
money, course, but will money well 
spent. 

Fourth, the American Veterinary Medical 
Association, through press releases news- 
papers and farm publications, has been keep- 
ing the livestock owner aware that the veteri- 
narian possesses knowledge and skills that the 
livestock owner should using increase his 
profits. This educational program must 
sustained and, possible, broadened in- 
crease its effectiveness. The recent articles 
Successful Farmer and Feedlot have aroused 
the interest the livestock owner disease 
prevention contract basis. More articles 
this type would helpful promoting the 
position the veterinarian. 

order for the large animal practitioner 
acquaint the livestock owner with preventive 
veterinary medicine contract basis our 
code ethics will need some revision allow

The Prothrombin Time 


Hemorrhagic disease “bleeding ten- 
suspected when blood loss 
out proportion the degree injury. 
previous communication,’ several screen- 
ing tests for hemostatic defects were discussed. 
The determination prothrombin activity 
should always included clinical studies 
directed toward the diagnosis hemostatic 
defect. 

There are number theories coagula- 
tion, but detailed discussion these will 
not covered here. the present dynamic 
concept, generally agreed that there are 
three distinct phases leading the clotting 
blood: (1) the activation thromboplastin; 
(2) the formation thrombin; and (3) the 
formation fibrin. The areas uncertainty 
disagreement lie phase which the 
activation thromboplastin brought about 
number factors including antihemo- 
philic globulin (AHG, Antihemophilia fac- 
tor) and the plasma thromboplastin component 
(PTC, Antihemophilia factor, Christmas fac- 
tor). the second phase, prothrombin con- 
verted the presence thromboplastin 
thrombin which then turn (third phase) con- 
verts fibrinogen fibrin and finally the clot 
formed. Calcium its ionized form appears 
take part all phases coagulation. Thus, 
the presence optional amounts activators, 
thromboplastin, fibrinogen and calcium ion, the 
level prothrombin becomes the sole variable 
this scheme. The prothrombic time test 
based upon the assumption that the time 
required for clot formation, i.e., the prothrom- 
bin time, inversely proportional the 
amount prothrombin present under standard 
conditions. More information 
thrombin activity can obtained first 
determining prothrombin times relation 
series plasma dilutions and then con- 
structing curve from which the patient’s 
prothrombin activity may read 
normal. practice, usually sufficient 
report the prothrombin time patient and 
control plasma seconds. should re- 
membered, however, that the prothrombin 
activity—% vs. time curve logarithmic 
rather than linear that one should not 
report prothrombin time determined 
above normal activity unless the 
curve has been constructed.

measured its capacity form thrombin 
and the end point visible clot 
result the conversion fibrinogen fibrin. 
Two different procedures have been used: 
the two-stage method and Quick’s one stage 
method. The two-stage method generally 
too time consuming whereas the one stage 
method has been practical value for clinical 
purposes. 

Procedure: Exactly 4.5 venous blood 
obtained with minimum trauma and 
transferred centrifuge tube containing 
exactly 0.5 ml. 0.1 sodium oxalate (1.34 
sodium oxalate per 100 
Plasma obtained centrifugation for 
minutes 2000 R.P.M. clinical centri- 
fuge. One tenth ml. this plasma then 
pipetted into 0.2 ml. previously prepared 
mixture equal volumes thromboplastin 
and 0.0125 Thromboplastin and 
solutions are readily available com- 
mercially. Timing begun the moment the 
plasma transferred and the time required 
for visible clot formation recorded sec- 
onds. important that technical details 
followed carefully and that temperature 
controlled performing the test 37° 
water bath. also equally important 
that control sample plasma run simul- 
taneously. The following normal values for 
several species may used guide as- 
sessing the reliability the test: Dog, 8-13 
Dairy Cattle, and Thorough- 
bred Horse, 9-12 

The determination the blood prothrombin 
activity can great diagnostic significance 
number animal disease conditions 
which are associated with lowered prothrom- 
bin activity. well known that prothrombin 
activity decreased dicourmarol (damaged 
sweet clover) poisoning cattle. addition, 
this test value following the course 
anticoagulant therapy using this agent. Pro- 
thrombin activity also decreased avita- 
minosis-K (nutritional impaired absorption 
due lack bile salts, biliary obstruc- 
tion). Since prothrombin synthesized 
the liver, also follows that lowered pro- 
thrombin activity sequel liver disease.

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Disposition Veterinarians Animals Care 


The Legislative Committee the California 
Veterinary Medical Association met with 
Senator Walter Stiern Kern County 
Saturday, January 28, 1961. One subject 
discussion the meeting was what veteri- 
narians can protect themselves from 
people who cannot found after bringing 
animal veterinarian for treatment for 
boarding. 


The discussion this question brought out 
that there are least three ways veteri- 
narian can dispose the animal without be- 
coming liable the owner. First, the veteri- 
narian can provide for the disposition the 
animal contract with the owner the 
time the owner brings the animal the 
hospital. Second, the veterinarian can follow 
the instructions his insurance company 
insures against liability this kind. Third, 
the veterinarian can sell the animal 
public auction follows the provisions 
section 3052 the Civil Code. 


Contract 


Under the contract procedure the owner 
would agree allow the veterinarian sell 
destroy the animal under certain condi- 
tions. These conditions should carefully 
stated protect the interests both the 
owner and the veterinarian. Here are some 
contract this kind: 


How much time should elapse between 
the time the owner leaves the animal with the 
veterinarian and the time the veterinarian ob- 
tains the right dispose the animal? 

How much time should elapse between 
the time the owner last calls the office 
the veterinarian and the time the veterinarian 
obtains the right dispose the animal? 

How much effort should the veterinarian 
expend trying find the owner? single 
telephone call? Notice ordinary mail? No- 
tice registered mail? This point should 
spelled out the contract. 


Insurance 


One the members the Legislative 
Committee insures against liability for de- 
stroying animal. reported that the 
insurance company will defend him any 
action growing out the destruction the 
animal and will pay any judgment obtained 
the action certain procedures relating 
the destruction the animal are followed. 
These procedures are follows: 


The veterinarian must send notice the 
proposed disposal the owner the animal. 
This notice must sent registered mail. 


The veterinarian must turn the animal 
over public agency. The veterinarian 
must not destroy the animal himself. 


Civil Code Section 3052 


Veterinarians have possessory lien for the 
amount due them for “caring for, boarding, 
feeding, and medical treatment animals.” 
(Civil Code sec. 3051.) 


This means that veterinarian does not 
have surrender possession the animal 
until the owner pays the bill. also means 
that the veterinarian can sell the animal 
satisfy the debt. 


The veterinarian must, however, follow the 
procedure prescribed the Civil Code for 
the sale the animal. This procedure 
follows: 


“If the person entitled the lien provided 
section 3051 this code not paid the 
amount due, and for which said lien given, 
within ten (10) days after the same shall have 
become due, then such lien holder may pro- 
ceed sell said property satisfy said 
lien and costs sale public auction, and 
giving least ten (10) but not more than 
twenty (20) days’ previous notice such 
sale advertising some newspaper pub- 
lished the county which said property 
situated; there newspaper printed 
such county, then posting notice sale 
three (3) the most public places the 
town place where such property 
sold, for ten (10) days previous the date 
the sale.” (Civil Code, sec. 3052.) 

This procedure constitutes third way for 
veterinarian dispose animal when 
the owner cannot found. The person who 
purchases the animal the public auction 
will become the owner and can dispose the 
animal lawful manner. 


should noted, considering the veteri- 
narian’s lien for services, that the excess 
the lien over $200 invalid the request 
for services made someone who does 
not own the animal. This limitation does not 
apply, however, the veterinarian gives no- 
tice registered letter personal service 
the owner the animal before the veteri- 
narian performs the services requested. 


After discussing these three methods dis- 
posing animals when the owner cannot 
found, the committee seemed generally agreed 
that legislation this subject not needed. 
The committee recognized that disposing 
the animal does not solve the veterinarian’s 
problem. The owner still owes the veteri- 
narian for the care and treatment the 
This problem, however, different 
from the problem many creditors.

Veterinarians Not Required Purchase Hypnotic Drug License 


Under New Regulation 


Veterinarians may purchase hypnotic drugs without having hypnotic drug license, 
they purchase the drugs from licensed pharmacy and the drugs are administered 
directly animal. 


This the effect regulation the Board Pharmacy which became effective 
January 1961. This regulation clarification section 4226 the Business and 
Professions Code which provides that the dangerous drug act “does not require 
license from and shall not apply interfere with physician, dentist, chiropodist 
veterinarian administering hypnotic drugs his own patients. Such hypnotic 
drugs shall administered only the physician, dentist, chiropodist veterinarian.” 

The regulation the Board Pharmacy provides follows: order provide 
physicians, dentists, chiropodists, and veterinarians with hypnotic drugs for 
istration patients compliance with sections 4213, 4216, and 4226 the Business 
and Professions Code, licensed pharmacy may furnish hypnotic drugs such 
practitioners, upon receipt order giving the date, address, license classification, 
and name the practitioner; the name, type, strength, and quantity the hypnotic 
drug ordered; and the words: “For ADMINISTRATION IMMEDIATE NEEDS 
Such order shall placed separate file the pharmacy record 
the drugs furnished. Cal. Adm. Code, Section 1745.

Upon recovery the animal will right itself 
and remain its sterum for variable period 
time (15-25 minutes). One should quiet 
and not attempt force the animal stand. 
They can easily get their feet themselves. 
The animal recovery from the anesthetic 
will react any tranquilized animal.

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International Tuberculosis Situation*

late September and early October, 1960, 
representatives twenty countries attending 
symposium for the Eradication Tuber- 
culosis Livestock Rome, Italy, agreed 
basic for tuberculosis eradica- 
tion. These conclusions coincide with the basic 
procedures that apply our program the 
United States. The number one conclusion 
was recommendation that control and eradi- 
cation schemes should based the tuber- 
culin test. 


Several European countries have, recent 
years, made remarkable progress toward the 
eradication tuberculosis. Livestock sanitary 
officials various parts the world are 
watching with interest the progress made 
countries that have adopted the so-called 
radical test-and-slaughter procedures elimi- 
nating tuberculosis from livestock. 

Conscientious livestock sanitary officials gen- 
erally are recognizing the need for thorough 
epidemiological studies connection with 
tuberculosis eradication. Special consideration 
given bovine tuberculosis humans that 
may transmitted cattle. This problem 
most frequently encountered recognized 
countries that have rapidly reduced the 
incidence tuberculosis cattle from 
relatively high very low level. Human 
type tuberculosis people and avian infec- 
tion poultry are recognized along with para- 
tuberculosis factors that cause cattle 
respond the tuberculin test. Tuberculosis 
other animals that may associate with 
cattle cannot ignored. While other factors 
such the mycobacteria are 
sometimes believed interfere with the re- 
sults the tuberculin test cattle, their true 
significance has not been established. 


The lack standard tuberculins used and 
the variety procedures applied conduct- 
ing tuberculin tests make most difficult 
draw scientific conclusions the true 
status tuberculosis one country com- 
pared another. 


this country the tuberculosis eradication 
program which began 1917 and which re- 
sulted our gaining national modified 
accredited status years later has been hailed 
world-wide major accomplishment. The 
slaughter tuberculous cattle responding 
the tuberculin test has been universally recog- 
nized effective procedure for the eradica- 
tion this much dreaded disease. However, 
due economic factors many countries have 
not adopted these progressive measures. 
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have talked about tuberculosis eradica- 
tion for approximately half century. What 
mean eradication? The following 
definition recorded Dr. Fred Soper, 
former director, Pan American Sanitary Bu- 
reau, the August 15, 1960, issue the 
Journal American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion worthy special note: “Eradication 

refers the complete disappearance 
all sources infection given disease 
agent, that recurrence that disease 
possible, even the absence all pre- 
ventive measures. Local eradication indicates 
the elimination all sources infection from 
given area, the disease does not recur 
unless reintroduced from outside the area.” 
This appears most fitting definition. 


the same article Dr. Soper refers 
statement made 1888, few years after 
Robert Koch discovered the tubercle bacillus. 
Charles Chapin, public health leader 
referring tuberculosis pronounced the fol- 
lowing dictum: “If can prevent the spread 
contagion all can prevent entirely.” 


Dr. Soper’s definition and Chapin’s dictum 
can readily applied hundreds herds 
this country where tuberculosis was once 
serious problem. But have reason 
question whether any State could the pres- 
ent time qualify tuberculosis free according 
this definition. There reason believe 
that can eliminate the spread tuber- 
culosis dig and apply the principles 
disease eradication known us. 


After observing the different standards 
various countries, one cannot help but 
impressed with the importance following 
recognized standard procedures all parts 
this country are arrive scientific 
conclusions which evaluate our accom- 
plishments toward eradication.

For the past several years have been 
the rather fortunate situation where have 
had the opportunity travel the width 
the United States two three times year. 
This has given the opportunity meet 
with practitioners 
many areas. Any 
time you think 
have problems 
California, can 
suggest few parts 
the country where 
moment you can 
find that have 
relatively few. 

Sooner later the 
discussion turns 
fee schedules. 
much you get for 
this, for that? How 
much you think 
you can get?” have 
attended meetings with veterinarians and 
never have heard them say that doing 
certain procedure costs much and are 
entitled reasonable profit for this. Talk 
has always been based think can get 
that much and, Golly, I’ve got something 
that they can’t themselves and they are 
going pay.” “All right, have lose 
have lose, because just can’t get that 
much.” 

hope today not attempt tell you how 
much charge because think this local 
problem; but have few thoughts, not neces- 
sarily original, but things you might consider 
when you think about the fees you charge 
today. First, what fee? think reason- 
able fee equitable return for service 
rendered. This must vary from area area. 
Current fees being charged our hospitals are 
far different from the fictitious fee schedules 
that our associations formulate the hope 
that someone will follow them. Recently 
friend mine said just came from meet- 
ing fees and the men sat there nodding their 
heads ‘Yes, think should and will.’ and 
know they are lying. suggested have his 
receptionist call four five representative 
hospitals and see what they would reply 
few common shopping questions. was right. 
They were all hedging. This points the fact 
that fee schedule such ideal; some- 
thing should strive for and look toward. 
There are many veterinarians giving services 
well worthy their local fee schedule and 
more. most groups schedule calling for 
$10 will the average case command $7.50 
$8.00 but only rarely $11 $12. This

very important consideration any discussion 
fees. 

some way these fees must related 
the cost the service. knowledge 
not one case this so. Eventually this has 
related somebody’s net income. While this 
entirely separate topic, can assess the 
value your property (hospital) very quickly. 
You can investment company and say 
invest $50,000 with you how much year 
net should expect?” and they will tell you 
that for this type business probably 
percent percent; the proprietary hu- 
man hospital maybe percent per- 
cent. This means that you have $50,000 
investment hospital, you should able 
absolutely nothing and take home 
least $7,500. This your investment and 
purely return the investment. Your time 
worth something. you figure your time at, 
for example, $30 hour for the time you 
are actually practicing veterinary medicine, 
and you will find that very difficult 
10-hour day actually work more than 
four hours this time, for 5-day 48-week 
year you will find that this gross labor return 
$28,800 will net you between $10,000 and 
$15,000 depending your efficiency. 

How well your fee schedules support 
your staff? Are you proud the people who 
work with you? Are you proud the people 
who meet your clients? How well does this 
support your physical plant? Have you ever 
thought what $50 month increase fees 
applied professional cleaning firm might 
do? what air conditioning might for 
both your patients and your clients, well 
the patience yourself and your staff? 
Above all these fees must set allow the 
veterinarian not only ethical but 
technically acceptable job his practice. 

would like discuss four typical situa- 
tions needing consideration. The first 
office call. office call the basis every 
practice, yet few have considered sepa- 
rately the elements that make office call. 
Immediately means thorough examination 
problem, certain amount time, the 
office facilities, some remedial measure. For 
those you who would like think you make 
enough the drugs you use treatment 
dispense this office call one-third mark- 
up, you must first understand the proper ap- 
plication your markup. Very simply, you 
buy item for $5, mark percent 
$7.50, the margin profit the dispensing 
price percent. you buy item for 
$5, mark 100 percent $10, the margin 
profit percent. This quickly re- 
duced percent tax, shipping, telephone 
order, etc. would nice have simple

plastic circular computer showing the number 
units, the cost per unit, and arrive the 
price depending the percentage profit, 
not markup, that you wish have. Drug stores 
have learned that dispense anything costs 
them between $1.00 and $1.50. this added 
the cost the item being dispensed plus 
reasonable profit—generally percent 
percent. 


Sears, recent cost accounting, found 
they could justify operating they could buy 
item for cents and sell for $1. Don’t 
compare your ability merchandise Sears. 
Human hospitals that have been cost-account- 
know that any injection costs $1.50 
administer, plus the drug cost. There 
charge sterilize, nurse’s time, disposable 
syringe, alcohol, cotton, etc. These basic find- 
ings not vary much for veterinary 
practice. 


Along with these immediate items compris- 
ing office call you have implied obliga- 
tion. You have contracted with client for the 
care their pet. This makes you tolerant 
3:00 when your distressed client calls— 
whether satisfied with comforting words 
advice emergency trip your hospital. 
This your client, not someone you refer 
the Association night duty man. you charge 
$10 for this emergency call you make mid- 
night and this call will take about hour, 
the remainder your value for this hour and 
loss sleep must defrayed through the 
regular office call fee. This obligates you 
keep your facility well-equipped for any even- 
tuality. This makes you responsible see that 
someone adequate available when you are 
not. You have contracted with someone 
care for their pet and this obligation that 
sometimes veterinarians not fulfill con- 
scientiously. But still remains vital part 
your client’s implied contract. 


Let now discuss vaccinations. This in- 
volves lot difference opinion. all 
ask “Why are the fees for vaccination their 
present level?” have been told that thirty 
years ago was common vaccinate dog 
protect from distemper giving three 
killed tissue suspension injections each 
for total $9. Twenty years later, with 
egg adapted modified live virus, even 
earlier with the ferret adapted virus, more 
expensive vaccine became available that ap- 
parently would the job with one injection. 
seemed reasonable that this then should 
total $9. The hepatitis vaccine came along and 
first was, and many cases still is, given 
two single injections for each. Then 
with the one injection hepatitis vaccine 
seemed reasonable that the cost here should 
the same total $8. The three injections 
killed tissue vaccine then increased from 
$18 for the combined distemper-hepatitis 
series. then logical the client least 
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for the modified live virus vaccines total 
the same. 


Most fee schedules today attempt keep the 
total cost the various methods the same 
similar allow the doctor choice 
methods, based individual need and not 
slight fee differences alone. Unfortunately 
have failed realize that when give these 
vaccines several one time are charging 
our clients for more than one office call. 
own office our current vaccination program 
costs client $29.00 for four vaccines. know 
can justify this when each these vaccines 
given separately and separate office 
call. are make percent profit 
from perishable product, and this seems 
reasonable, and charge for office 
call, comes pretty close. But the isolated 
case where someone requires more than one 
these one time, our time, material, cost 
plus profit reasoning falls apart. might 
considered breach ethics give vaccine 
one day for $10 primary inoculation and 
administer the same vaccine six months 
later booster for $5. This happening 
some parts the country where the doctor 
does not feel justified charging the recom- 
mended fee when the vaccine used 
booster. long inoculation accom- 
panied proper examination, discussion 
with the clients the problems involved 
the care the animal, proper survey the 
recent history, adequate written health 
record with your client, you have easily 
provided service enough for charge 
$5. You may charge off the vaccine you 
wish and figure the profit above cost suit 
conditions your part the country. You 
need not worry about people coming with 
the vaccine from the drug stores you under- 
stand your basic fee structure. The druggists 
must use essentially the same markup. 


The third thing would like discuss 
routine surgical case. You are presented with 
twelve-year-old female dog that has not 
been eating well. This case where 
thorough examination necessary, with 
adequate discussion each finding. From this 
type examination you may find that the 
greater part your practice has been going 
through your office unnoticed. After thor- 
ough examination, discussion the diet and 
weight the patient and recording these 
and other factors, you decide that dental work 
should done. preliminary you give 
intramuscular antibiotic injection, pre- 
anesthetic agent, and finally general anes- 
thesia. You perform the dental surgery, see 
the dog through recovery, and assuming that 
this dog was clean enough enter your 
surgery presented you without your giving 
him bath first, see that the patient pre- 
sentable following recovery from anesthesia. 
Most fee schedules would call for $10

charge. Either are losing lot money 
this, are not doing these things. 
possible that many dogs are undergoing 
general anesthesia without examination? 
not think this fee can justified. This fee 
should $20. your client ever figures the 
cost his own mind the things you said you 
would for him, he’ll soon find someone else. 
Quite obviously you cannot all these things 
for $10. 

The fourth thing would like mention 
elective surgery, spay. Assuming you 
have not examined this six-month-old dog 
previously, you would not take the dog into 
your hospital without thorough examination, 
search the vaccination history deter- 
mine whether not this animal might 
coming into your hospital other than perfect 
health, discussion with the owner what 
done and how you are going 
about it, fees, post operative care, etc. After 
admittance the hospital facility the patient 
should prepared for surgery first having 
bath and debugging. One gross inadequacy 
many veterinary colleges the failure 
teach about cleanliness. don’t recall hav- 
ing bathe and comb out dog before surgery 
student. Next time comparatively clean 
short-haired dog comes for surgery, give 
pre-surgical bath and the bathing yourself. 
Watch the dirty water and blood run off with 
the fleas and, you not routinely bathe 
your surgical patients, try visualize the 
things your drapes are covering. After this 
pre-surgical bath the animal administered 
pre-anesthetic agent, general anesthesia 
given, adequately equipped surgical unit 
used, well your time and skill. After 
surgery and post-recovery clean-up the pa- 
tient sent home. office call scheduled 
remove sutures. will allow one two 
telephone calls discuss the dog’s behavior. 
The average fee scheduled for this type 
service $12.50 $15. This not think 
can justified. Too often the fee justified 
reducing services meet the fee. 


Several approaches can considered 
alleviate these problems. must maintain 
recommended fee schedule ideal level. 
should set these ideals point where 
feel the average veterinarian can ethical 
job, clean and technically acceptable job. 
Rather than talk about lowering fees, 
should direct our efforts toward improving 
our services justify these fees scheduled 
office procedures and toward raising them 
merit services rendered hospital and 
too much for vaccine inoculation, you are 
right, all you are giving vaccine inocu- 
lation. There reason why you cannot 
justify this giving worth service. 


And you think $10 $15 too little for 
spay, you are right most cases and sadly 
wrong few. 


Secondly must institute some area cost- 
accounting hospitals. This has never been 
done way which would produce results 
applicable the area hospitals. being 
done some groups our human hospitals 
and failing because complete lack co- 
operation. prevent criticism most are using 
the San Gabriel method: taking fees sur- 
rounding hospitals and averaging them get 
base. But not one fee justified sound 
cost accounting study. Here opportunity 
use Veterinary Economist. setting 
cost accounting six twelve hospitals, 
from two different areas the three different 
types—that the doctor-wife combination, 
the doctor plus lay help, the multiple practice, 
and find out just how much the transfusions 
you get from your blood donor cost you, 
well many other unknowns. With this 
can establish sound basis for our fees and 
reasonable cost breakdown for our clients. 
will see areas where can improve our 
services and adjust our fees accordingly. 

The cost accounting findings can then 
shifted relative-value study and 
sure most you are familiar with this. This 
system has been adopted almost its entirety 
the American Medical Association orig- 
inated the Alameda-Contra Costa County 
Medical Association and cause for com- 
plaint because points out too many cases 
where fees are being charged that are not 
justified; too many other cases where the 
fees are far too low. Once these findings have 
been shifted relative-value schedule can 
applied any hospital similarly equipped 
and staffed that area. 

And finally necessary when can 
see fact the areas deficiency service 
fee gradually adjust these areas meet 
standard worthy our profession.
